Lerrer From Dr. E. Z. Simmons. 


Canton, China, Tungshau, Aug. 1, 1910. 
To the Tishomingo Baptist Association, when convened at 

Wheeler Baptist Church: 

Dear Brethren and Sisters: 

We greet you by letter and pray God's blessings upon you in 
all of your meetings that they may be for your good and the 
glory of God. Since writing our last letter and about the time 
of your last meeting, we held our bible class and preacher's meet- 
ing for thirteen days. There were 275 on the roll and more than 
300 in attendance. We had six hours bible study and worship 
each day. Such meetings are our best opportunities for wide 
usefulness. In this way our preachers and best brethren and 
Sisters come under our influence. We found our new church 
with its six class rooms and audience room well suited to our 
use. The church with four of the class rooms thrown into the 
audience room will s¢at 100 people. This church is the gift of 
the Sun Beam Societies of the South, and cost $6600 gold. We 
thank God for this building. We have had about 100 baptisms 
in the church since it was dnished. Our Sunday School averages 
35U to 375, divided into 22 classes. I meet with the teachers 
on Thursday nights to study the lesson for the following Sunday. 
We are proud of our ¢hurch, of our Sunday School and of our 
church house. The Gurek will give over $950 for all purposes, 
most of it for missions, education and the orphanage. The gen- 
eral work of our missjon has been the best year of our mission, 
over 500 baptisms more aggressive work than ever before. 
Our members are ning to realize the magnitude and the re- 
‘ponsibilities of the evangelization and education of their own 
people. My own time has been given largely to teaching in the 
seminary, We have had 51 students, among them some men 
that give promise of great usefuluess as pastors and evangelists. 
These brethren do m h preaching, personal works and selling of 
‘racts and scriptures uring their course of study. This gives 


them a chance to put in practice what they learn. If we do not 
live the gospel our profession as christians is not worth much. 
We are trying to teach our people to believe the gospel, to live 
the gospel, to preach the gospel and to give for the spread of the 
fospel. They are very poor, but they all give something. Breth- 
ren. you think many of your churches are very poor, but com- 
Pared with our people you are well off, and do. not know what

6. No person shall speak more than once on the same subject 
until all who wish to speak shall have had an opportunity; nor 
more than twice upon any subject without permission. 

7. Every. question introduced for discussion shall be decided 
before another is offered, unless it be laid over, on motion, with 
the consent of the mover of the resolution. 

8. The Association shall in all cases be governed by a majori- 
ty of the members present, except in the reception of churches, 
when a unanimous vote shall be required. But in no case shall 
one member or church prevent the reception of a church without 
sufficient cause shown, which shall be determined by a majority. 

9. The names ofthe members shall be called whenever the 
Association shall direct, and the names of absentees marked. 
Any member wishing to retire shall obtain permission of Moderator
